Turkey already is in alliance with 
Britain and France, and Rumania 
has received guaranteees of inde- 
pendence from the two Western 
European allies. 

A similar defensive league of 
Southeastern European countries— 
the little entente—was formed to 
hold Hungarian revisionist aims in 
check, but this group fell apart 
when Czecho-Slovakia disappeared* 
With the Balkan partners luke- 
warm toward making their entente 
more aggressive in these dangerous 
times, Rumania admittedly faces a 
difficult ‘task in persuading the 
other members to enter an outright 
military alliance. The main argu- 
ment, however, ia that if other 
members of the entente let Ru- 
‘mania be partitioned it will not be 
long before they may face the same 
ate. 

Gafencu’s heaviest pressure will 
be exerted on Yugoslavia, whose as- 
sistance is vital to Rumania. 

One reason why Rumania wants 
the support of the Balkan entente 
is the fear that in case of attack, 
she might be isolated from British 
and French aid, as was Poland. 
With the entente, several routes 
for aid would be opened.

“But self-preservation and the pres- 
ervation of one’s family is the para- 
mount aim in any human being’s 
life. Consequently it seems to me 
that air pollution should be con- 
sidered first from the btandpoint 
of health.” 

Dr. Young explained that smoke 
contains unconsumed portions of 
the fuel, including carbon; fly ash, 
mostly silica, a factor in some lung 
diseases; two forms of sulphur 
uniting with air moisture to form 
sulphurous acid, “a caustic and ir- 
ritant,” and sulphuric acid, “a mofe 
pronounced irritant and a greater 
destroyer of. property,” and tar, 
“one of the causes of primary can- 
cer of the lung.” 

“Considerable research work has 
been done on this question pertain- 
ing to health,” he continued. “We 
have proved to the satisfaction of 
many that smoke, as it is seen in 
St. Louis, is a definite health men- 
ace and often hampers the work 
of the honest physician, who, many 
times, should be able to give a 
favorable prognosis; but owing to 
the air pollution, the condition of 
the patient fails to improve and, 
in some cases, may prove fatal. 

“A questionnaire to many known 
tuberculosis subjects. showed that 
practically all of them were more 
uncomfortable when the smoke pall 
was greatest. 

Child’s Chances Lessened. 


“The child born ‘and reared in a 
smoky atmosphere never has the 
chance, all things being equal, of 
one born and reared where the 
air is unpolluted. 

“Nose and throat conditions, as 
well as the accessory sinus condi- 
tion, are far more numerous in 
cities with marked air pollution 
than elsewhere. One. nose and 
throat man in St. Louis makes this 
statement under oath: ‘St. Louis is 
known as the nose and throat man’s 
paradise.’ Records show from 
clinics and private offices that the 
greater number of people visit up- 
per respiratory specialists during 
he season of smoke pall. 

“Experimental work on mice 
shows that there is a definite in- 
crease in the cases of primary car- 
cinoma of the lung in air pollution. 
Experjmental work on rats indi- 
cates a definite increase in mortal- 
ity of the young where there is air 
pollution as compared to cham- 
bers where the air is conditioned. 

“Further work on rats has shown 
their growth was stunted, and the 
investigator was able to raise rats 
to weigh as much as 100 grams 
more in the air-conditioned cham- 
ber than in the chambers where 
the air was polluted or in the or- 
dinary city atmosphere. 

“Post mortem showed that ‘the 
rats reared in the polluted air had 
black, inky lungs or a definite 
pneumoconiosis (a fibrosis or for-'® 
mation of scar tissue in the lungs), 
whereas the rats in the air-condi- 
tioned chamber had lungs pink 
and perfectly healthy. 

Results of Experiments. 

“Experimental work on human 
beings shows that the average em- 
ploye, whether male or female, is 
at least 25 per cent more. efficient 
in a truly air-conditioned plant 
than those employed in a plant 
where there is no air-conditioning 
or they are allowed to breathe the 
ordinary metropolitan atmosphere.

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She visited them in prison, got 
them interested in studying high 
school subjects, took them books, 
cigarettes and candy. 

She sufféred numerous nervous 
collapses. Once she disappeared 
for 11 days and turned up in Nor- 
mal, Ill, 

Home again, she said: “I have 
nightmares about those men and 
the fates they brought on them- 
selves. I was part of the drama 
that fixed their destiny. I cannot 
forget them. I have visited them 
in prison. Something drives me to 
do this. I cannot let them go.” 

The McGee brothers were told 
of Miss McElroy’s death. 

“I wouldn’t have felt the loss of 
my own sister more,” said George. 
“She was very good to us.”

TRIAL OF ELMER DOWLING 


Lawyers for Man Accused in Shoot- 
ing of Lee Baker Are Granted 
a Continuance, 

The trial of Elmer Dowling, 
charged with assault to kill Louis 
Lee Baker, Negro witness against 
Isadore Londe, gangster and bomb- 
er, was set for March 4 by Circuit 
Judge John A. Witthaus at Clay- 
ton today. A continuance was 
granted the defense when the 
‘case was called for trial. 

Dowling, former secretary of the 
‘bartenders’ union, was arrested 
\Jan. 13, ending a search by St. 
Louis and St. Louis County officers 
and the FBI. Baker, who previous- 
ly had identified photographs of 
Dowling, viewed the prisoner at po- 
lice headquarters and declared he 
was the “head man” of the pair, 
who lured him to a lonely spot near 
Creve Coeur Lake on Nov. 18, 1938, 
where he was shot and left for 
dead. 

Baker’s right eye was destroyed 
and he suffered other serious 
wounds from the assailants’ bullets. 
He subsequently identified Londe 
jin the bombing of a Howards 
‘Cleaners’ shep, and Londe is now 
serving 25 years in the State peni- 
‘tentiary on the charge.

Sutherland came to St. Louis at 
the invitation of the university, 
Publicity Director Kendall Harri- 
son said, and his visit was merely 
part of the routine of seeing ap- 
plicants for the coaching job, of 
which there are about 30.

It developed during the “press con- 
ference” that Sutherland was first 
approached in Pittsburgh by Sher- 
man Senne, member of the “down- 
town” alumni group, two weeks 
ago. Dr. Ewerhardt declared 
Senne’s first contact had no offi- 
cial connection with the university 
but that it, of course, had a bear- 
ing later on the university's consid- 
eration of Sutherland as a possible 
candidate for the coaching position. 

Senne, not knowing Sutherland 
had been in town, said last night 
he knew of nothing new on the sit- 
uation. 

Sutherland was football coach at 
Pittsburgh for 15 years before his 
resignation last March. As he re- 
called it, his teams won about 111 
games and lost only 20 during that 
period, 

Four times he took his eleven to 
the Rose Bowl. After the 1937 vic- 
tory on the coast, he asked Ath- 
letic Director W. Don Harrison for 
a little spending money for the 
team which had netted Pitt $95,000 
by beating Washington. Harrison 
refused. Sutherland paid out the 
money himself, returned to school 
and fought out the matter until 
Harrison resigned. It was then 
Pittsburgh Chancellor John G. 


Bowman began the reform that led: 


to Sutherland’s resignation. 

In the intervening two years un- 
til his resignation last March, it 
was reported Sutherland accepted 
many restrictions, both as to sub- 
sidization and as to his own out- 
side activities. Chief reason for his 
resignation was given recently by 
Francis Wallace in a magazine 
article. 

Wallace said Sutherland told him 
the “crucial point had been the 
question of obtaining material. He 
(Sutherland) had repeatedly asked 
for an interpretation of the ‘Code 
Bowman’ to suit ‘the particular 
need of Pitt.’ Sutherland’s inter- 
pretation would have permitted 
alumni to contact players, and 
would have provided scholarships 
to relieve the boys from heavy 
working schedules.

Certainly it does not seem likely 
that Stalin would have undertaken 
the Finnish war merely in order to 
impose the Communist doctrine on 
3,000,000 Finns.

One Rus- 
sian body was almost headless, 
yet the frozen upraised hand still 
clutched a grenade.

Several miles farther along the 
road to Lake Marka we came upon 
a deserted Russian camp. Twenty 
or 30 abandoned supply wagons 
were the only signs of Soviet war 
material—not even a bayonet or 
a clip of Russian cartridges was 
to be found. Here, however, were 
two Russian graves with shaved 
stakes serving as tombstones. 


On the stakes the names of the 
Russians were printed in ink. No 
indication of their rank was given. 
The inscriptions, written in Rus- 
sian, read as follows: “Killed in 
battle, Dec, 26, fighting against 
White Guard bandits for the free- 
dom of Finland.” The place of 
their death had been obliterated 
by someone before we arriyed.

From there we proceeded . far- 
ther along the Lake Marka road, 
past the now familiar chimneys of 
burned farmhouses, and again 
through the pine and spruce for- 
est.

N= recent event has so stirred

“audacious action” of a British 
warship in. stopping the Japanese 
liner Asama Maru, only 35 miles 
off the Japanese coast, and the 
seizing of 21 German passengers. 

Quite aside from the legal nice- 
ties of the case, the Japanese have 
been prodded where they are most 
sensitive—their national pride. It 
is the effrontery of it that is irri- 
tating. The Japanese have been 
taught to believe that the Western 
Pacific is more or less their pri- 
vate preserve. Had the incident 
happened in mid-Pacific it would

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22. 
SUPPOSE there is no one who 
has ever been a reporter on Cap- 
itol Hill during the last quarter 
century but will want to pay his 
tribute to Senator Borah. 

He was a newspaper man’s Sen- 
ator. He was this not because he 
indulged in stunts or made wise- 
cracks, He did neither—and it 
might be added for the soul’s good 
of the stuntists and the wisecrack- 
ers that they are never so popular 
with the reporters as they appear 
to believe. Borah had a “good 
press,” as the English say, because 
he had a fine intelligence and the 
ability to express himself; because 
he had an innate courtesy that 
would never let him descend to 
meanness in any human relation; 
because, above all, the reporters 
sensed in him, whatever the posi- 
tion he might be taking, an utter 
lack of selfish purpose and a pas- 
sionate devotion to the democratic 
way of life.

Borah .never descended to per- 
sonalities; that is an impression of 
him that stands out in a multitude 
of vivid memories. He kept his 
speeches on a high level, and they 
were the more telling on that ac- 
count,’ Through all the bitter, feud- 
breeding struggle over the League 
of Nations, Borah made no personal 
attack on Wilson, and again in the 
1937 battle against the Roosevelt 
court scheme he pitched his argu- 
ment wholly on principle. 

There remains in the Senate no 
orator of Borah’s quality. His voice 
was resonant, his sentences were 
muscular. He was never theatrical, 
but held attention by what he had 
to say and the clarity and vigor 
with which he said it. U recent 
years he never used a uscript. 
When Reed of Missouri was in the 
Senate, he and Borah were gener- 
ally bracketed as its two greatest 
orators. So they were, but they 
were entirely different. Reid’s was 
the florid style. It was also, at 
times, venomously personal. Reed 
could scarcely make a speech on a 
controverted issue without, by his 
name-calling, throwing his oppo- 
nents into a fury and being called 
names in return. Borah could use 
exactly the same arguments and 
have it said of him that, although 
he was wrong, he was magnificent. 

He was wrong, this writer be- 
lieves, in the views which led him 


jto fight the recent revision of the 


neutrality laws—but, as always, he 
was magnificent. Through all his 
career ran the consistent golden 
thread of his championship of hu- 
man rights. He was a great Sena- 
tor, worthy of a place in the Val- 
halla of the greatest.

Maj. Eliot says that “there is a good deal of loose 
talk going around about eventual American partici- 
pation in the present war by all means short of the 
actual dispatch of an expeditionary army to 
France.” He says we are being urged to enter the 
war by naval, aerial, economic and financial means, 
He calls it “loose talk” because “it is plain that un- 
less its originators are either ignorant or dishonest, 
they have failed to think their proposition through.” 
Maj. Eliot then proceeds to analyze what naval 
and aerial particpation might mean. So far as the 
naval help is concerned, it would mean permitting 
Japan to become the unrestrained master of the West- 
ern Pacific. Do we want to do that? So far as 
aerial aid is concerned, it means sending not only 
our own ships but our own pilots, our own ground 
crews, in addition to construction of our own bases; 
it means, in short, an eventual American expedition- 
ary force—a repetition of 1917. Do we want to do 
that? As for economic help, Maj. Eliot says it is 
hard to see how we can do much more than we are 
already doing, unless we grant credits, as the Car- 
negie Endowment for International Peace is now 
suggesting. 

Maj. Eliot sums up as follows: 

In conclusion, we might remind ourselves that 
our history and national character do not incline 
us toward half measures, do not indicate that we 
are likely to make half a war. We might, there- 
fore, usefully reflect not only upon the nature 
f| of the propositions now being bruited about, but 
also on the certainty that unless we wish to get 
into this war all the way, we will do well to avoid 
taking the first steps in that direction. If it 
is to our vital interests to get in, let us get in 
with our whole strength devoted toward the sin- 
gle end of victory. If it is to our greater in- 
terest to stay out, let us not deceive ourselves 
that we can go halfway down the path of war 
without proceeding to its end. 

The Post-Dispatch repeats Maj. Eliot’s phrase: “Let 
us not deceive ourselves.” And let us not be rushed 
into action by confidential reports from European 
agents of the Carnegie Endowment for International 
Peace. Who, by the way, are these European agents? 
They are not named. What is the basis for their 
information that Finland is about to capsize and 
that the Scandinavian countries are about to be 
overrun? If this information is correct, we still 
-| must consider the interests of America before we 
intervene in the European war.

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SENATOR BORAH’S UNFINISHED SPEECH. 
The speech which Senator Borah was composing 
when he was stricken with his last illness should, 
if possible, be made public. This speech, dealing with 
British interference with American mails on the high 
seas, would have struck a blow for sanity in interna- 
tional relations, 
Senator Borah agreed unreservedly with Secre- 
tary Hull that the British are violating international 
law in boarding both American and neutral ships on 
the open seas and censoring the United States mails. 
He wanted us to take steps to make our protest effec- 
tive, going, if necessary, to the length of denying 
port facilities to British ships. 
Whether or not the United States applies the pres- 
sure necessary to stop the British sea-mail censor- 
ship, it is important to remember one point: There 
have been and will be violations by both sets of 
belligerents of what we refer to as our rights under 
international law on the high seas.

But the Jews are treated literally 
as no German would be allowed under the 
law to treat a dumb animal, 
I have seen a letter sent by an Aryan 
German from a town in Moravia to an 
American official begging him to get the 
American Government to intervene.

He declared 
that a train of cattle cars—the Jews are 
allowed no others—had stood for 12 hours 
in the station of his town. The weather 
was cold, and there was, of course, no heat.

Meanwhile, the remaining German Jews 
sit around waiting for their turn in the 
cattle cars. In Vienna, the Dutch papers 
report, 82 Jews, 36 of them women, have 
committed suicide in the last two weeks. 
That is what Hitler likes to hear. He can 
steal everything they leave. He would have 
Jews murdered out of hand, I have no 
doubt, if he dared. It would certainly be 
more merciful if he did. 
I have no means of knowing how much 
of this news has reached America or what 
can be done about it there, but I am sure 
that a tremendous wave of denunciation 
from non-Jews, led, let.us say, by the Quak- 
ers, might help, because the Germans are 
particularly anxious just now not to draw 
America into the war. I recall the. mass 
meetings at the time of the Kishinev mas- 
sacres in Russia, one in Carnegie Hall, with 
ex-President Cleveland speaking. If ever 
a similar outcry were called for, it is now. 
One other piece of bad news I must give: 
It is widely believed in responsible circles 
in Germany that part of the bargain with 
‘Stalin calls for the application of the Nurn- 
berg laws to Russian Jews, and that this 
will be done within six months from the 
signing of the paét. It is not thought that 
such laws will actually be put on the statute 
books.

It was considered a 
model of brevity. He also wrote a 
romantic Indian novel, “The Jewel 
of Cahokia,” and some poetry.

SCIENTISTS WARN OF DANGER 
IN MISUSE OF VITAMIN D 


a 


Illinois U. Group Publishes Result 
of Research—Give Diseases for 
Which It Is Treatment. 

URBANA, Ill, Jan. 22 (AP).— 
Three University of Illinois phy- 
sicians reported today that vita- 
min D was not a medical cure-all 
and that overuse or misuse of it 
by inexperienced hands could be 
dangerous to health and life. 

Drs. C. I. Reed, H. C. Struck and 
I. E. Steck of the College of Medi- 
cine have summed up their research 
in a book entitled “vitamin D,” 
and published by the University of 
Chicago press. 

The physicians said they found 
doses of vitamin D much larger 
than those used for rickets might 
be dangerous unless administered 
under trained medical supervision 
and for definite purposes. 

Vitamin D, they said, has been 
used successfully for treatment of 
rickets, parathyroid deficiency 
spasms, jaundice, arthritis, acne 
and other skin conditions, and for 
certain conditions associated with 
pregnancy. It is too expensive for 
use in hay fever. Non-responding 
conditions are parasitic infections 
and tuberculosis.

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Treatment of 
Injury Caused: 
By a Wringer

HAT is the meaning of the 
W sureicai phrase “wringer 
hands”? 


This is a new form of injury 
which has been observed by trau- 
matic surgeons. A woman using 
her washing machine has her hand 
drawn between the moving rubber 
rolls of the electric clothes wringer. 
Often it is drawn in above the 
wrist. When the hand is released, 
it is pale and only moderately sore 
and, on the contrary, sometimes 
numb. X-ray shows no fracture. 

It is important that treatment 
should be applied immediately. The 
hand should be elevated, and an 
absorbent cotton compression dress- 
ing should be applied. This must be 
held firmly in place with an elastic 
bandage and the hand maintained 
in the elevated position, If this is 
done, swelling can be prevented and 
tissue death (necrosis) prevented. 
The dressing must be removed and 
pressure reapplied every four hours 
during the next two or three days. 
If the compression bandage is not 
applied, great swelling will occur 
and large areas of skin slough off. 

Sometimes the injury seems so 
unimportant that a physician is not 
consulted until several days later, 
when severe damage is seen to have 
occurred. . 

Children may suffer from the 
same accident and the arm may be 
drawn in to the shoulder. The same 
measures should be used in treat- 
ment for the child as for the grown- 
up.

A dietetic 
research group at the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology re- 
ports that “molasses supplies abun- 
dance of organic iron of greater 
value than the chemicals usually 
injected into blood of anemic per- 
sons, and the poorer and darker 
grades are richer in iron than the 
more refined kinds.” 

The iron in molasses is in the 
form which is available for building 
up the red coloring matter of the 
blood. Molasses is about six parts 
of iron per unit, while beef liver 
stands second with five. Oatmeal is 
third with four. Apricots, eggs and 
raisins have only two-thirds, one-. 
half and one-third as much iron as 
molasses. Spinach is only one-half 
of one part of iron. 

Molasses, often called sorghum, 


has long been known to carry much 
of the vitamins of the green cane 
growth from which it is made. 
Buckwheat flour is high in vitamins 
A, B, G and E and a good content 
of minerals. Add yeast and butter 
and a stack of buckwheat cakes, 
well covered with molasses, is a 
highly revitalizing food for winter 
weather.

F you knew the truth about it, 

men get very distressed when 

their mirrors tell them they are 
losing youthful dash! ‘“Corpora- 
tions” and double chins disturb 
them just as such signs of age 
disturb women. They would like 
to do something about correcting 
these figure faults, but their van- 
ity keeps them from discussing the 
problem with the women in their 
lives! They may (and the smart- 
est of them do) go to a gymnasium 
and seek the advice of a physical 
director who will tell them to ex- 
ercise more regularly and to watch 
their diet, 


Watch their diet! That is where 
wives come into the picture. A 
man will never watch his diet un- 
less he is ill. Then, because he 
is a baby about the slightest pain, 
he will be careful not to eat what 
he shouldn’t eat. But if he is well 
and even if he does realize the old 
physique is losing its youthful lines, 
he has not the will-power to pass 
up good food!

Cod Liver Oil 
And Milk Rich 
In Vitamin D 


By Edith M. Barber 


NE of the most puzzling things 
0 to dentists and to nutrition- 

ists is the question of what is 
technically known as dental caries, 
but which we think of as tooth de- 
cay. There are several schools of 
thought upon this subject. Some 
scientists believe that a diet high 
in carbohydrates is largely respon- 
sible. Others believe that a defi- 
ciency in the vitamin D content in 
the child’s diet is to blame. Even- 
tually it-will probably be found 
that both of these factors play a 
part. ‘ 

A very interesting, long-drawn-out 
study of a hundred children in New 
York has shown that the largest in- 
cidence of caries is in winter when 
the rays of the sun which supply 
vitamin D are less strong. When 
vitamin D was added im the form 
of cod liver oil or irradiated milk 
there was less caries and when as 
much as 800 units per day was in- 
cluded it was prevented entirely. 

For the sake of good teeth and 
for the sake of strong structural 
bones it is necessary that vitamin 
D be given daily to every child. 
During the first years of his life a 
foundation for the future must be 
provided. Plenty of milk with ex- 
tra vitamin D provided in some way 
is the most important element of 
the childhood diet.

Old Folks or Kids?

LL right, you’ve gotta make up 
Avo mind and quick. Which 

are you going to short change? 
The old folks or the kids? 

Crazy talk? No, 'tisn’t. It’s a 
current problem which you can’t 
duck. And either choice means 
tragedy. Henry F. Pringle tells 
about it in the January issue of 
Good Housekeeping. And if it jolts 
you as hard ag it did me, you'll be 
doing your thinking standing’ up. 


You’ve heard about old-age pen- 
sions. And approved of them, 
probably. And you’ve heard about 
American education, And approved 
again. But have you ever realized 
that one was raising Cain with 
the other . . . that we must even- 
tually choose which we'll keep go- 
ing—the old folks or the kids? 


“Pensions or. school funds?”— 
that’s how Pringle puts it up to 
us. “Between the millions of school 
children,” says he, “and old people 
in the United States is being waged 
a war of which neither side is 
aware. One army marches to 
school in the morning, studies and 
plays until afternoon, and then goes 
marching home again . . they 
are not in the least concerned with 
what is going on. But neither, it 
would appear, are their parents, 
and that is a great deal more seri- 
ous. 


“The other army flies the tattered 
banners of age . . . The men who 
march with it are usually unem- 
ployed. The women slave too hard 
in homes that are dark and dingy. 

“Right now the weary army of 
the aged is winning the war to get 
more Federal funds, more state 
funds, more city funds . . . because 
they have organized themselves .. . 
As a consequence, many a hand- 
some city school is being run on 
insufficient funds or on a part-time 
schedule. 

“In Texas, in Ohio, in California, 
in Colorado , . . the demands for

larger and larger old-age pensions 
are a source of desperate worry for 
educators. New York. . . has also 
found it necessary to economize in 
education. Last year’s Legislature 
reduced the State appropriation for 
schools by $10,000,000 . . . The New 
York schools are operating on &a 
$2,000,000 deficit.” ' 

A cruel quandary—and the fig- 
ures which Pringle quotes don’t les- 
sen your pity and confusion. For 
the pressure groups are undoubted- 
ly getting the best of it. Old folks 
can vote—and will. And heaven 
help the politician who doesn’t heed 
their ballot. California has recently 
raised her old-age pension to $40 
per month—against a previous $32. 
But at the same time, how about 
those beautiful California schools— 
finest in the land? Salaries are be- 
ing cut .. . courses eliminated 

. . teachers dropped. ... “The 
West End district won’t open this 
year.” . . . So, Ed, who might have 
made a brilliant lawyer, will remain 
a wandering farm hand, And Ellen? 

Yet, for all their seeming suc- 
cess, I suspect the old folks are 
getting the worst of the deal. Pen- 
sions can be poisonous. Middle age 
is a tricky time. Take away a 
kid’s incentive and responsibility 
and he’ll slump. But so’ll a grown 
man. The citizen who hag really 
done his part and is stranded now 
deserves all the help and gratitude 
his government can give him, 


But are you doing a man a kind- 
ness if you take away his ambition? 
I know what I’m talking about. 
I’m 56 myself—and I spent three- 
fourths of that time patching and 
pinching. What would I be today 
if I didn’t have to hustle? I hate 
to think! What would have hap- 
pened to our colonies if our ances- 
tors had been changed to a rocking- 
chair brigade? And who'll be run- 
ning us tomorrow if pop grabs the 
candy today—leaves little Willie 
holding the empty bag?

It should. be floted that, had de- 
clarer taken the innocent appearing 
diamond finesse, he inevitably 
would have lost the hand.
